LEXINGTON WEATHER IS IMPROVING 



FREECUTTER FORWARD IN CONDITION 



George J. Long*a Derby Candidate Working in Highly 
Pleasing Manner—Nelsweep in Fine Fettle. 



Lexington. Ky., April 12. — There w’as a slight im- 
provement iu weather conditions here yesterday, but 
the Kentucky Association track was muddy as a re- 
sult of Wediies<lay’s snow* and far below the usual 
number of horses were out for work. The main 
track was kept open, even though the going was 
lieavy. and tliis permitted the first schooling of the 
year for the two-year-olds by assistant starters 
tbiborue and Hamilton. A large number of young- 
sters were given tlieir initial less<ms at the liarrier 
and from now on they will be schooled twice daily 
until the meeting oi»eus. 

Owners aud trainers are iieginning to fear that a 
<‘untiuuation of the bad weather, which has pre- 
vaihnl 8iu<re last Sunday, will offset a lot of good 
done in a training way by the earl.v spring. Many 
of the horses are almost ready for their best efforts 
and the inability to keep them on edge be<*ause of 
the adverse going might cause them to go stale. 
It has been many .vears since the horses, which 
winteretl at the local track, have been as far ad- 
vaiK*ed iu their training at this season of the year 
as they are this spring. 

Judge William H. Shelley has not heard difinitely 
from trainer John 8. Wartl as to whether he will 
send Escoba here to run iu the Derby Trial on May 
fi, but he is hopeful that the crack Broomstick 
<*olt will be among the starters in that event. Ken- 
neth D. Alexander, who brc*d Escubu, is enjoying a 
furlough from his duties iu the Army now and he 
will remain in Kentucky until after his colt runs 
in the Kentucky Derbj*. It was over tlie I..exington 
truck that Es<*oba showed his best efforts, his lust 
victory just before going into winter «|iiarters being 
iu the Breeders’ Futurity last fall, w’hen he touk 
into camp not oiilj* the liest two-year-olds in Ken- 
tucky, blit a few sent here from the east, including 
Papp. a freipient stake winner. 

JiM'key Walter Lille.v was aniuiig the arrivals from 
Hot Springs. Lillej’ has not b(*eu seen in the saddle 
much n*centl.v bet*ause of iucreasiug weight, but he 
holies to be able to ride in Kentucky this spring. 

A number of owners who planned to ship here by 
freight from Louisville before no>v have delayed 
tlieir departure until the cold snap is over. Because 
of the scarcity of cars many of the stables which 
intemled to lay up at I»uisTille between the break 
at Hot Springs and Havana and the opening here 
have changed their plans and came on through. 
Judge Shelley has assurance |yom a majority pf the 
prouii'icNt owners and trainers af the Fails City 
that they will send some, if not all. of their horses 
here to take part in the local meeting. 

MORE STAKES THAN EVER BEFORE. 

This will mark the first time in the history of 
tlie Kentucky Association that eight stakes were 
ever offered, and it show’s the progress tliat the 
siMirt has made here in recent years. The willing- 
ness of tlie Racing AsscH’iation to share* some of its 
prosperity with the horsemen in the matter of in- 
(*reas«*d stakes will naturally result iu a better 
grade of liorsc*s tiiau ever before c^omiug here. 

To trainer Will Perkins belongs the credit for 
liaviug the largest stable at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track, as he has close to forty thoroughbreds 
under his care, including a number of two-.vear- 
olds. wliich are said to be endowed with plenty of 
s|h*«m1. Chief among the older horses in Perkins’ 
stable is Marion Goosby, one of the most useful 
rac-ers iu tiie «*ouutry. He went amiss at New Or- 
leans last winter, but he is now taking his work 
regularl.v and bids fair to hold his own at ail the 
Keiitiiek.v meetings. 

J«M*ke.v r. Van Diisen. wlio formerly nsle with 
III mil s’ucc-ess for J. W. Fuller and Howard Dots, 
lias siH‘ut the winter iu this city training and gal- 
loiiiiig horses, and he said that he was never in 
lietter condition in his life. Van Dusen is a real 
veteran of the saddle, but he always manages to 
hold his own with the .vounger generation of riders 
ever.v year. He now owns a farm just outside of 
l,A*xingtou and he intends to breed thoroughbred 
horses tiiere on a large scale in the near future. 

“I look for the best tw’o-year-old racing this 
season that we ever had.” said Judge Shelle.v to<lay. 
“.Never liefore were then* as many good juveniles 
ready for racing this early iu the spring, and 1 
have heard so many reports of fast work that I have 
quit trving to figure out wliich stable lias the liest 
two-vear-olds. It always has been said aroiiml 

here* that no matter how g«xHl a two-j'ear-old is 
sliowii. the Keiitiiekiaus will always find one just 
a trifle better, ami it looks like this year that it 
will take a long time to determine the liest one. as 
tiiere .ire so many high-class ones judging from 
tlieir work-outs.” 

H. C. HALLENBECK DIES SUDDENLY 



I, 4 >uisville. Ky.. April 12. — Tiie steady improve- 
ment shown hy George J. Icing’s Kentucky Derby 
candidate Free«*iitter in his preparation for the 
hiirchill Downs big event is winning for that son 
of Free I,M*uice — Cutter many new adherents, many 
of whom are strong in tiie c-ouvictiou that he will 
prove a W’ortliy opiMineiit for Sun Briar. Esc*obn and 
the other cracks that will make up the Derby field 
on the afternoon of Ma.v 11. 

The csilt’s most recent work at one mile demon- 
strated beyond cavil that lie lias reached an ad- 
vanced stage in his pre|ia ration and that it W’ill re- 
i|iiire but little further work to get him in prime 
condition for tin* big nice, Yesterda.v morning, over 
track tliat was several sc«*oimIs slow’, Freecutter 
reeled off the mile at an even pace, the timers 
(*atehing him in l:4d. What impresseil the onlookers 
most was llie fact that tlie <-olt t’overed the ground 
faster in the final quarter than lie did in the first, 
thus tending to the belief that he will not find it 
difficult task to traverse the Derby route of a 
mile and a quarter, 

A number of other Ilerb.v aspiruuts are also show- 
ing up favorably iu tlieir preiniration. Nelpw’eep. 
stable companion of Sun Briar, is sliowring constant 
improvement under the skillful handling of Henry 
Meltaniel. Since coming to the local track this 
colt’s Derby stock has gone up considerably and 
those iiorseineii wlio formerly were inclined to be- 
little his chances are now* ready to admit tlieir mis- 
take in underrating his ability. This colt has done 
ever.vtbiiig asked of liim aud already is in fine fettle 
for the <*outest. 

SFEARLENE WORKING WELL. 

At Dfiuglas Park Derby nominees are ab.s<irbing 
_ monopoly of tiie atteiitioii of the w’ork watchers. 
The gallops of Spearlene. a son of Siiearmint, are 
the subject of much favorable (*omment, while the 
lierformanc<*M of Aunim, American and John I. Da.v. 
the other Derb 3 ’ eligibles in the Livingston barn, 
are not without merit. The w’ork of this iioartet 
has been so uniformly good that trainer Mose Gold- 
blatt cannot make up his mind just which ones he 
will select to carry the stable’s colors in the big 
race. It is a safe assertion, however, that two of 
the number will he named as starters and that this 
honor will probably fall to Aurum and Spearlene. 
both foreign -bred colts. 

Another Derby nominee that is attracting atten- 
tion is James Foster, that will carry the silks of 
W. H. Baker in the race. This colt lias recently 
returned from Hot Springs, where he went through 
a course of preparation. Since his advent at the 
local track this colt has worked in a most satisfac- 
tory manner and is now being given exercise at a 
mile. His owner thinks highly of his chanc’cs in the 
Derby, and tlie fact that Baker has thus far re- 
fused permission to his star riiler, Ros4*oe Gooe<*. to 
accept any otlM*r mount in the Derby would tend to 
the belief that he fully exfiects to put Goose up on 
James Foster on tbe aHernoou of the race. 



Prominent Eastern Turfman Passes Away at His 
Meadowbrook Farm in New Jersey. 

New York. A|iril 12. — H. C. llalleiils*ck. om* of 
the pnimiueiit owners of t!ioroiighbn*ds in this «-oiin- 
tr.v. di**d suddenly fast night at his Meadowlirmik 
Farm. Shrewsbury. N. J-. from au attack of acute 
indigestion. He returned from business yesterday 
evening and, after dining, was suddenly attacked 
with tlie malady and died shortly afterward. Mr. 
Hallentieek was «6 years of age aud leaves a widow 
and one son. Mr. Halleniieek iiad bt*<*u interested 
ill thorougbbre<]s but about five or six years ex- 
teiisivelv. Possibly the lK*st horse lie owueil was 
Tlw Finn, winner of mau.v stake raees. At the 
present time there are twenty -one horses in the 
Haileiibeik stable, including Kashmir, a promising 
thr**e-vear-oId. and several English three-year-olds, 
bought last vear from W. S. Heather, of tiie Rugby 
Stud, wliicirtraiaer Frank Taylor believes are prom- 
ising.

The horses* belonging to Frederick Johnson have 
arrived safely at Pimlico from Hot Springs. Two 
of the two -.vear -olds did not do well in transit. 

Several of the Gwyn Tompkins horses, which he 
moved from Virginia to Pimlico, were taken off tlie 
CHI'S in a sickly comlition. 

Training has been practically sus|iended on the 
hK-al tracks since last Monday. The tracks at 
Jielinout Park and Gravesend are both deep with 
mini and todav snow has Ijeen falling continuously 
The horses have had a four-day setback.

Baltimore. Md.. April 12. — HanilicapiMT W. S. 
V’osburgli has aniiouneed the weights for tiie Har- 
ford Handicap, tlie oiieuing featiin* of the racing 
at the Havre tie Graet? nit*etiug to o:»en next Tim*s 
day. This is the first handicap that Mr. Yosbiirgli 
has made for this season, and it affords a line on 
his estimate of the Imrses that have been engageti. 
This Harford Handicap U only a sprinting race at 
five-eighths of a mile, but it has attracted good 
ones and siioiihl result iu a first-class contest. 

Old Rosebud is the top of tiie list with 133 pound; 
as his imoost. but he will not be a starter, iieing 
the ailing list at tinivcseiid. wliere he was left 
when Frank Weir ship»a»<l his stable to Havre de 
Gra»*e. That leaves Wilfretl Viaii’s Westy Hogan, 
winner of tiie Bowie Handicap at Pimlico last year, 
as the top weight, aud he is re<iiiire<l to take up 
127 iHUiiids. Ten Point, a rejuvenateil winner of 
the same race, conies next with 124 as his himlen. 
and Sand Marsh, winner of the Harford last year, 
is iu under the same weight, but .sim-e lieiiig en- 
terwl Sand Marsh has gone amiss ami he will not 
not be seen at the |iost. 

Jack Hare Jr. heads the three -year -olds in tin 
list witii 114 iKniiids as his imiiost and lie is Imiked 
iilMiu as a sure starter. Tlie weiglits scale all the 
Way down to 90 imuiiuIs. tl»* iuiisist on Star Spangled, 
aud there are fifty -thn*e that have been handi 
capped.

Seventeen Horses Are Burned to 
Death in Early Morning Blaze. 



Fragonard Most Prominent of the 
Bacers Destroyed — Jockey Rod- 
rigues Is in the Limelight. 



r.owie. Md.. .\pril 12. — A fire occurred at the 
Bowie race track last night w’hieh wrought Iiavw 
lid devastation amerng the stables at the course. 
The loss can hardly be computed in figures, for tin* 
turf lost some good racers,* which were trappe«l in 
tlie burning stalls and perished before they could b»* 
led out. The conflagration, which oct'iirred at 12:13 
m.. this morning, is the third one in tlie past two 
years at tills track and. like tbe others, is believed 
to la* of incendiary origin. The blaze, driven by a 
liigh wind, swept disaster before it and though a 
bucket brigade *was organiaetl. it was soon beyond 
(*<HitroI aud the stables were a total loss. Tin* 
first fire at the course occurred during the running 
of tlie fall meeting a year ago and twelve thoroiigli- 
liretls were destroyed. The second, which hap|M*ii**d 
this winter, was squelched before damage was done. 

Perliaiat tiie most valuable thorouglibreds among 
tlie seventeen horses which were lost last night, was 
Walter Hon.se’s Fragonard, for which House n*- 
«*ently refused $12,000. G. C. Winfrey was tio* 
heaviest loser. Three of his best racers. Woodward. 
Eagle and Jem lost their lives In tlieir stalls. G. 
Ernest Hall’s Eye Glass, a youngster related to 
L. Aste’s good three-year-old Eye Lid, J. 
Johnston’s Jocular and M. Faulk’s Rnisseau were 
other well-known racers trapped. 

CALUMET STABLE WIFED OUT. 

Tlie entire 4'alumet Stable, the property of E. 
M. <;arrisou. was wiiied oot In the blase. Moosi*-, 
liead. George W. Avery. Caljer and Fellowshlo were 
the most highly thought of runners in this estab- 
lishment. Four untried two-year-oULs were also 
destroye<l. These were Joe Larsen, Belvaal, Y’ava- 
luii and Qiieson. 

The outstanding feature of yestenlay’s racing 
at Bowie, whii’h was lield during a storm of rain, 
iiail and snow, was the sensational riding of Rodri- 
guez. This SiNinish knight of the pigskin rodi* four 
winners, one scH*ond and one third out of seven 
mounts. His b»*st effort was on Dr. tirossman’s 
Dolina, wliicli won the Liberty Boml rac*e. Rodri- 
guez* riding here has been phenomenal ami be al- 
ready lias a big following. 

T. W. O’Brien’s good three-year-old loianthea 
died at Havre de Airace yesterday of pneumonia. 

Earl.v Wright arrived today from Pleasanton. Gal., 
witli ten thoroughbreds, the property of George 
Wingfield. 

The Kentucky Stable arrived at Havre de Gract* 
this morning from Lexington. Ky. 

Six jumpers, the property of M. L. S«*liwartz of

CHINA DERBY DAY CATASTROPHE 

Temporary Stands at Happy Valley Track Burn and 
Twelve Hundred Persons Lose Their Lives. 

Tiie tremendous Derby day catastrophe at Hong- 
kong. China, February 2« last, in which 1.200 per- 
sons lost their lives, took place in the temporary 
grandstands of tin* race track at Happy Valley, 
when this was loaded with iieople. The stands i-ol- 
1 :ipse<l and the frail wooden structures took fire. 
The Hongkong nut's, an* the great wiciety and siM»rt- 
ing event of southern t'hina and tin* park was 
thronged with {leople. 

The stands were built to accommo<late Chinese 
si^ectators at the races. According to the custom 
the sites are sold by tin* Jo<-key Club to persons who 
are allowed to erect stands for sfiectators, to whom 
they sell admissions at anything from $1 «P- The 
stands are built adjoining one another of bammsi 
and matting, with plank flooring. These stands liad 
a floor that w-as about ten feet above the ground at 
the rack and then sloped nn toward the back of the 
structure, and on this the spe<‘tators stocsl and sat. 
while the space below was used for cooking for re- 
freshments. 

One of the stands broke down and tlie panic 
spread to the rest. The bamltoo and matting fell 
on the c-ooking plant and the whole took fire with 
terrible loss of life. The temporary stands are 
erected on ground that is used at other times by 
the Hongkong liolf Club and the United States 
Service Club. The jo<*key club has a concrete 

grandstand for the use of Europeans, It is be- 
Iieve<l that the disaster will result in the prohibi- 
tion of the building of bamboo stands and that 
hereafter oulv <*onerete stands will lie anthorixed. 

The interpreter of the American consulate at 
Hongkong was among those killed. Several Enro- 
lieaiiK employed in various Hongkong offi<*es also 
lost their lives.
